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REPORT 

By a Notification of Ministry of Home Affairs published at New Delhi on 3rd April, 1997 in the Gazette of India 
(Extraordinary ), the Central Government in the exercise of its powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter referred to as “the said Act”), declared National Liberation 
Front of Tripura (hereinafter referred to as “NLFT”) as an unlawfhl association. The said Notification reads as under:— 

■S.O. 292(E).—Whereas the National Liberation Front of Tripura (hereinafter referred to as NLFT) lias its professed 
aim to establish an independent “Borokland Twipra” by liberation of Tripura from the Indian Union through armed struggle in 
alliance with other armed secessionist organisations of Tripura and incite indigenous people of Tripura, for secession and 
thereby the secession of Tripura from the Indian Union ; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that NLFT has— 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby undermining the auhority of the lawfully established 
Government and spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving its objective : 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz, the Isak Swu faction of National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland (NSCN-I) with the aim of mobilising their support; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aim and objective in the recent past, engaged in several violent and unlawful activities which 
are prejudicial to the sovereingnty and integrity of India: 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that violent and unlawful activities include— 

(a) Killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the Police Security Forces : 

(b) Extortion of funds from the public including businessmen and traders in Tripura : 

(c) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine illegal channels 
and inducting them secretly into Tripura through a neighbouring country; 

(d) establishing and maintaining camps in a neighbouring country for the purpose of safe sanctuary, training, procure¬ 
ment of arms and ammunition, etc.; 

(e) establishing and maintaining linkages with other Tripura tribal extremist groups for causing and fomenting com¬ 
munal clashes between the tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura. 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the NLFT are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity' of India and that it is an unlawful association : 

Now', therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawfiil Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act. 1967 (37 of 1967) the Central Government hereby declares the National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) as an 
unlawful association: 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opnion that if there is no immediate curb and control, the NLFT 
will take the opportunity to— 

(i) mobilise its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activities; 

(ii) Propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targetting of Police and Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunition from across the international border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public for its activities. 

Having regard to the above circumstances, the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary to declare the 
NLFT as an unlawful association with immediate effect; and accordingly in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-soction 3 of the said section 3, the Central Government directs that the notification shall, subject to any order that may be 
made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in the official gazette." 

Following the said Notification, Government of India issued a Notification dated 1 -5-97 under section 5( 1) of the said 
Act constituting this Tribunal for the purpose of ac\judicating whether or not there i s sufficient cause for declaring the NLFT as 
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nnlawfiil association declared as such by the Notifications of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs vide No. 
S. O. 297(E) dated 3-4-1997. The said Notification dated 1-5-97 issued under Section 5(1) of the Act reads as under:—

S.O. 362(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Unlawful Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby constitutes the “Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal” for the 
purpose of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and National 
Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) as unlawful associations declared as such by the notifications of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs vide No. S. O. 291(E) and 292(E) dated 3-4-1997 respectively. The Tribunal shall consist of Mr 
Justice J, K. Mehra Judge of the Delhi High Court.

With the constitution of this Tribunal, the resume on the aims, objectives and activities of NLFT has also been filed 
before this Tribunal which give* brief history of the origin of the insurgency in the State of Tripura. It is stated that the State, 
which has a history of tribal/non-tribal tension, is mainly inhabited by Bengalis. Tripuris, Reangs. Jamatias and the Chakmas. 
The tribals, who comprise approximately 31% of the total population, harbour a grievance of being overwhelmed by non-tribals 
through successive waves of migration/infiltration frpm neighbouring East Pakistan/Bangladesh. It is further mentioned that 
currently in Tripura the situation is affected by a high level of violence by tribal extremists/miscreants. Their secessionist, 
subversive and violent activities have been on the increase since 1993. The All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and the National 
Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) arc the most active 

It is flirther submitted in the resume that the NLFT was formed in 1989 by Dhananjoy Reang alongwith some dis¬ 
gruntled Tripura National Volunteers (NV) returnes. Subsequently Dhananjoy Reang was ousted from the NLFT which is 
currently headed by Biswa Mohan Debbarma. Immediately on being constituted the Tribunal under Section 5( 1) of the said Act, 
notices were served upon the NLFT, the banned organisation by way of publication in various newspapers which are in circu¬ 
lation in the State of Tripura. The notice was also broadcast by the AIR from Agarlala Radio Station. Central Government and 
State Government have filed their respective affidavits declaring that the notices were duly published and broadcast by AIR in 
addition to wide publicity to notice by Police through Superintendent of Police in the District of Agarlala, State of Tripura. 
Although service was effected as required under sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act, no one put in appearance on behalf of 
NLFT. The State of Tripura and Central Government were, however, represented. 

After feeling satisfied about service of notices. I fixed the case for recording evidence of the State Government at 
Agartala. Documentary as well as oral evidence has been produced by the State Government in proof of the activities listed in 
the aforesaid notification. Most of the witnessed examined were the police officers from the State of Tripura. State of Tripura 
produced in all five witnesses being P.W. 1 to4 andP.W. 6. P.W. 1 to 4 were examined at Agartala, while P,W. 6 was examined 
at New Delhi. 

P.W. 1 has stated that the said organisation is spreading propaganda with a view to spread disharmony and bad blood 
between the tribals and non-tribals. The said witness also proved a document which purports to be constitution alleged to be of 
the said State of Tripura and he also proved the map as exhibit PW/2 showing the location of the hideouts of NLFT. These 
documents were alleged to have been signed by the Police. He also proved Exhibit PW1/3 which is a ransom note sent by NLFT 
and the document exhibit PW1/4 which is a subscription notice calling upon the citizens to pay subscription to NLFT. The said 
witness also has proved various letters being exhibits PW1/5. PW1/6 and PW1/7 issued by NLFT extremists demanding 
revenue and tax from different persons. Apart from these documents he had also produced a chart being exhibit PW1/9, showing 
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various cases registered against NLFT extremists. This chart js stated to have been prepared from the original records relating to 
cases registered against the activists of NLFT. The constitution of the NLFT states that the association's objective is to establish 
an independent identity of the Borok civilisation of Tw ipra after liberating “Borokland Twipra". Borok refers to the indigenous 
people of Tripura, PW-2 has proved various FIRs registered with Police Stations in the State of Tripura against the extremists 
regarding offences alleged to have been committed. PW-3 has proved the seizure of a number of arms and ammunition The said 
seizure memo is Exhibit PW3/1. Ext, P.W. 3/2 is the photocopy of the letter issued by NLFT to the Commandant of 1st Bn. 
T.S.R. threatening to behave with Borok People of Twipra. Ext. P. W. 3/3 is the notice received for collection of revenue and tax. 
Ext. P.W. 3/4 andP.W. driving licence seized during the search. P.W. 4 deposed that the NLFT is also enjoying support of some 
of the criminals and extremists both tribals and non-tribals. Their role is that of harbourers and collaborators. He has further 
deposed that NLFT has certain linkages with NSCN(I) group. According to his information. NLFT lias training camps and hide 
outs in Bangladesh. He has further deposed that NLFT by resorting to crael methods of killing innocent people, afflicting 
attrocities on civilians, have tried to establish the reign of terror to pres ent the civ ilian population to express any difference of 
opinion with them and also have tried to wage a war against the government established by law 

P.W. 6 was examined at New Delhi. He filed an affidavit and at the hearing proved contents thereof. He stated in his 
affidavit Ext. P.W. 6/1 that as a part of their secessionist aims and objectives. NLFT has prepared a separate constitution 
providing for a separate "People's Republic Government" with the trappings of a civilian set up. He has further stated that the 
NLFT has been responsible for a large number of subversive activities which include violent incidents like taking away of arms 
and ammunition from the para-military and the police personnel in which several Para Military /Police personnel and civilians 
have lost their lives. Apart from this, it continues to resort to extortion and illegal collection of money for procurement of arms 
and ammunition as also for maintaining its leaders and cadres. NLFT has also maintaining its leaders and cadres NLFT has also 
sought to play a pivotal role in providing inspiration and support to other insurgent groups in the North East and that it has links 
with the NSCN(I) of Nagaland. 

On behalf of the Central Government, only one witness, viz.. P.W. 5 was examined at Calcutta and he has filed an 
affidavit by way of evidence wherein he has proved apart from other documents, the said document purporting to be the 
Constitution of NLFT being Ext. P.W 5/1A which was produced by witness P.W. 5 wherefrom it appears that the NLFT's 
objective is to establish an independent identity of the Borok civilisation of Twipra after liberating "Borokland Twipra". From 
Ext. P.W. 5/IB. which is a State of Tripura’s communication to the Central Government, it is clear that the NLFT headed by 
Biswas Mohan Debbarma has Kamini Debbarma as its self-styled Home Minister and Army Chief Its area of operation in¬ 
cludes areas in West Tripura. Dhalai. North and South Tripura Districts. As per the information furnished by the State of 
Tripura, the NLFT is in possession of twelve AK-56 Rifles, one LMG. 8 SLRs. 22 303 Rifles, one Slen Gun. 2 Pistols. 5 
Revolvers and one Carbine. 

It is also proved from the documents produced on record that the NLFT is mobilising its forces for increasing its 
secessionist, subversive and violent activities, apart from propagating anti-national activities i n collusion with forces inimical to 
India's sovereignty and national integrity'. The said organisation is indulging in killings of civilians, resorting to looting, extor¬ 
tions. criminal acts and creation of a climate of lawlessness. 

The said Act defines “unlawful activity" in Section 2(f) and "unlawftil association" tn Section 2(g) which read as 
under:— 

(f) “unlawful activity", in relation to an individual or association, means any action taken by such individual or 
association (whether by committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or by visible 
representation or otherwise).— 

(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the cession of a part 
of the territory of India or India from the Union, or which incites any individual or group of individuals to 
bring about such cession or secession; 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India; 

tg) “unlawful association" means any association which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which encour¬ 
ages or aids persons to undertake any unlawful activity or of which the members undertake such activity." 

A perusal of the evidence produced on record and the arguments advanced by the counsel for the State Government as 
well as Central Government proves that NLFT is engaged in subversive successionist and violent activities and the said Asso¬ 
ciation has established linkage with other unlawful associations. It is further proved that NLFT is resorting to the acts of killing 
of civilians and personnel belonging to police force, extortion of funds from public and traders in Tripura for procuring arms 
and ammunition by way of illegal channels and inducting them secretly in Tripura through a neighbouring country. The aims 
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and objects of the said NLFT are to secede from India and to establish a sovereign state of NLFT. 

It is further proved on record that if NLFT is allowed to continue with its activities, it will support the insurgency and 
unlawful activities of the association. There is no need to discuss the contents of each of the FIRs or the affidavits or statements 
recorded on oath as the same form a part of the record of proceedings. 

In view of the above facts and circumstances, it is proved that NLFT is engaged in various violent activities and also 
activities which are intended to disrupt the sovereignity and integrity of India and that with the passage of time, the unlawful 
activities will increase and NLFT has ben advocating and practising separatism and is following secessionist policies which 
amount to unlawful activities as defined in Section 2(f) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

In view of the above, I am satisfied that there is sufficient cause for declaraing the National Liberation Front of Tripura 
(NFLT) as an unlawful association. Consequently, the declaration made by the Central Government vide Notification dated 
3-4-1997 under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 is hereby confirmed.

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REPORT 

By a Notification of Ministry of Home Affairs published at New Delhi on 3rd April 1997 in the Gazette of India 
(Extraordinary), the Central Government in the exercise of its powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), declared the All Tripura Tiger 
Force (hereinafter referred to as “Ant”) as an unlawful association. The said notification reads as under :— 

S.O. 291(E).—Whereas the All Tripura Tiger Force (hereinafter referered to as ATTF) has its professed aim, the 
formation of a seperate nation of seven sisters comprising Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya 
and Arunachal Pradesh resulting m bringing about the secession of the said States from the Indian Union in 
alliance with other armed secessionist organisations of the North East Region and to carry on armed struggle for 
separation of these States from the Indian Union and thereby secession of these States from Indian Union: 

And wherese the Central Government is of the opinion that ATTF has— 

( 1 ) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby undermining the authority of the lawfully established 
Government and spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving its objective: 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz.. United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) of assam and 
the People’s liberation army (PL A) of Manipur with the aim of mobilising their support; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aim objective in the recent past, engaged in several violent and unlawful activities which are 
prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

And whereas the Central Government is further of the opinion that violent and unlawful activities include— 

(a) killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the Police Security Forces: 

(b) extortion of funds from the public including businessmen and traders in Tripura; 

(c) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine illegal chan¬ 
nels and inducting them secretary into Tripura through a neighbouring country'; 

(d) establishing and maintaining camps in a neighbouring country for the purpose of safe sanctuary', training, pro¬ 
curement of arms and ammunition, etc.; 

(e) establishing and maintaining linkages with other Tripura tribal extremist groups for causing and fomenting 
communal clashes between the tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura. 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that the aforesadi activities of the ATTF are detremental 
to the sovereignty ahd integrity of India and that it is an unlawful association; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (3 7 of 1967) the Central Government hereby declares the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) as 
an unlawful association; 

And whereas, the Central Government is also of the opinion that if there is no immediate curb and control, the 
ATTF will take the opportunity to— 

(i) mobilise its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activities; 

(ii) openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion, with forces inimical to India’s sovereigntly and national 
integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilian and targeting of police and Security Forces Personnel; 

(iv) Procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitioin from across the international border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public for its activities; 

Having regard to the above circumstances, the Central Government is of the opoimon that it is necessary to 
declare the ATTF as an unlawful association with immediate effect; and accordingly in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section 3 of the said section 3, the Central Government directs that the 
notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

Following the said Notification, Governemnt of India issued a Notification dated 1-5-97 under section 5(1) of the said 
act constituting this Tribunal for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the ATTF, 
unlawful association declared as such by the Notifications of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs vide 
No. S.O. 291(E) dated 3-4-1997. The said Notification dated 1-5-97 issued under Section 5(1) of the Act reads as under :—

S.O. 362(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Unlawful Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby constitutes the “Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal" for the 
purpose of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and National 
liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) as unlawful associations declared as such by the notifications of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of HOme Affairs vide No. S.O. 291(E) and 292(E) dated 3-4-1997 respectively. The Tribunal shall consist of 
Mr. Justice J.K. Mehra Judge of the Delhi High Court.

With the contitution of this Tribunal, the resume on the aims, objectives and activities of ATTF has also been filed 
before this Tribunal which gives brief history of the origin of the insurgency in the State of Tripura. It is stated that the State, 
w hich has a history of tribal/non-tribal tension, is mainly inhabited by Bengalis, Tripuras, Reangs, Jamatias and the Chakmas. 
The tribals, who comprise approximately 31% of the total population, harbour a grievance of being overwhelmed by non-tribals 
through successive waves of migration/infiltration from neighbouring East Pakistan/Bangladesh. It is further mentioned that 
currently in Tripura the situtation is affected by a high level of violence by tribal extrcmists/miscrcants. Their secessionist, 
subversive and violent activities have been on the increase since 1993. The All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) and the National 
Liberation Front Of Tripura (NLFT) arc the most active. 

It is further submitted in the resume that the All Tripura Tiger Force, which is an offshoot of the erstwhile All Tripura 
Tribal Force, was formed in mid-1993 by Ranjit Debbarffla, As per the ATTFs constitution, the outfit supports an armed 
struggle for formation of a separate nation of seven sisters comprising Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya 
and Arunachal Pradesh after seceding from the Indian Union. 

Immediately on being constituted the Tribunal under Section 5(1) of the said Act, notices were served upon the ATTF, 
the banned organisation by way of publication in various newspapers which are in circulation in the State of Tripura. The notice 
was also broadcast by the AIR from Agartala Radio station, Central Government and State Government have filed their respec¬ 
tive affidavits declaring that the notices were duly published and broadcast by AIR in addition to wide publicity to notice by 
Police through Superintendent of Police in the District of Agartala, State of Tripura. Although service was effected as required 
under sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act, no one put in appearance on behalf of ATTF. The State of Tripura and Central 
Government' were, however, represented. 

After feeling satisfied about service of notices, I fixed the case for recording evidence of the State Government at 
Agartala. Documentary as well as oral evidence has been produced by the State Government in proof of the activities listed in 
the aforsaid notification. Most of the witnesses examined were the police officers from the State of Tripura. State of Tripura 
produced in all five witnesses being p.w. 1 to 4 and P. W. 6 P. W. 1 to 4 were examined at Agartala, while P. W. 6 was examined 
at New Delhi. 

PW-1 has stated that the said organisation has links with other terrorist organisations in the the neighbouring states. 
The organisation is having its heardquarter across the border in Bangla Desh wherefrom it is directing its militant activities in 
the State, The said witness also proved a newspaper/magazine named Choba which in the local language means ‘ straggle’. The 
said magazine is exhibit PW-1/1 which contains inflammatory material with a view to incite the tribals of this State. Exhibits 
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PW-I/2 and PW-1/3 arc the communication received for ransom from ATTF. The said witness has also proved a number of 
incidents complained of and registered with police stations. The relevant extracts of the crime complaint registers is marked as 
exhibit PW-1/4. The witness has further proved the killing incidence also. Exhibit PW-1/5 is also a copy of the notice demand¬ 
ing ransom, failing to comply with the same the man was killed. PW-2 has proved the kidnapping incidence happening in ft 
State. The said witness has fhrther stated that the object of kidnapping was claiming ransom by the extremists, as disclosed by 
the kidnapped person, was acquisition of arms to cam' on the alleged independence struggle to secede from Indian Union. The 
witness has further stated that their investigations had revealed that these extremists outfits are getting training at training camps 
situated at Satchari, Taraband (Chittagang). Dalubari (Srimangal) and Vishwamani in Bangla Desh. Most of these centres are 
controlled by ULFA. PW-3 has proved the constitution of ATTF which is marked as exhibit PW-3/1. The said document 
supports and advocates the cause of secession from Indian Union. The said witness has further proved that ATTF has been 
publishing documents from time to time containing inflammatory material. Exhibit PW-3/2 is one such publication, Exhibit 
PW-3/3 is a specimen of notices issued by ATTF for collecting money by way of taxes. Exhibit PW-3/4 is a receipt issued by 
ATTF acknowledge receipt of taxes. The witness has further disclosed that ATTF by resorting to cruel methods of killing 
innocent people, afflicting attrocities on civilians, have tried to establish the rein of terror to prevent the civilian population to 
express any difference of opinion with them and also have tried to wage a war against the government established by law. PW- 
4 has stated in his statement that ATTF has started a movement called ‘ Rakhlai ’ (oust) with object to oust all non-tnbals whose 
names are not borne on the voters list of 1951 and have entered Tripura after 1949. 

PW-6 was examined at New Delhi. He filed an affidavit and at the hearing proved contents thereof. He stated in his 
affidavit exhibit PW-6/1 that as a part of their secessionist aims and objectives, ATTF has prepared a separate constitution 
providing for a separate ‘ ‘People's Republic government’ ’ with the trappings of a civilian set up. He has further stated that the 
ATTF has been responsible for a large number of subversive activities which include violent incidents like taking away of arms 
and ammunition from the para-military and the police personnel in which several para Military/Police personnel and civilians 
have lost their lives. Apart from this, it continues to resort to extortion and illegal collection of money for procurement of arms 
and ammunition as also for maintaining its leaders andcadres. ATTF has also sought to play a pivotal role in providing inspira¬ 
tion and support to other insurgent groups in the North East and that it has links with other banned Associations viz. United 
Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) and the People's Liberation Army (PLA) of Manipur 

On behalf of the Central Government, only one witness, viz., P.W, 5 was examined at Calcutta and he has filed an 
affidavit by way of evidence wherein he has proved apart from other documents, the said document purporting to be the 
Constitution of ATTF being Ext, P. W. 5/1A (Collectively) which was produced by witness P.W. 5 wherefrom it appears that the 
ATTF supports an armed struggle for formation of a separate nation of seven sister comprising Tnpura, Assam, Manipur, 
Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya and Arunachal Pradesh after seceding from the Indian Union. He has further stated that besides 
a Central Committee comprising the President and senior members of the Association, the ATTF have two armed regiments, 
\ iz,. Bir Bikram Regiment and Borok Regiment. It is clear that the ATTF is headed by Ranjit Dcbbarma. Its area of operation 
includes areas in West Tripura, Dhalai, North and South Tripura Districts. As per the information furnished by the state of 
Tripura, the ATTF is in possession of 135/140 AK-56 Rifles, 15^J6 AK-47 Rifles, eleven 303 Rifles, two LMG, 3 Revolvers 3 
Pistols and two Carbine. This witness has further stated that the ATTF has demanded expulsion of immigrant Bengali settlers 
from Tripura. 

It is also proved from the documents produced on record that the ATTF is mobilising its forces for increasing its 
secessionist, subversive and violent activities, apart from propagating anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
India's sovereignty and national integrity. The said organisation is indulging in killings of civilians, resorting to looting, extrotions. 
Criminal acts and creation of a climate of lawlessness, 

The said Act defines “unlawful activity'' in section 2 (F) and “association ’ in Section 2 (g) which read as under 

(f) “unlawful activity” in relation to an individual or association, means any action taken by such individual or 
■ association (whether by committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or by visible representa¬ 
tion or otherwise), 

(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the cession of a part of the 
territory of India or the secession of a part of the territory of India from the Union, or which incites any individual or 
group of individuals to bring about such cession or secession; 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; 

(g) ' ’unlawful association” means any association which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which encour¬ 
ages or aids persons to undertake any unlawful activity or of which the members undertake such activity. ’ ’ 
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A perusal of the evidence produced on record and the arguments advanced by the counsel for the State Government as 
well as Central Government prove that ATTF is engaged in subversive secessionist and violent activities and the said Associa¬ 
tion has established linkage with other unlawtul associations. It is further proved that ATTF is resorting to the acts of killing of 
civilians and personnel belonging to police force, extrotion of funds from public and traders in Tripura for procuring arms and 
ammunition by way of illegal channels and inducting them secretly in Tripura through a neighbouring country. The aims and 
objects of the said ATTF are to secede from India and to establish a sovereign state of ATTF. It is further proved on record that 
if ATTF is allowed to continue with its activities, it will support the insurgency anu unlawful activities of the association. There 
is no need to discuss the contents of each of the FIRs or the affidavits or statements recorded on oath as the same form a part of 
the record of proceedings. 

In view of the above facts and circumstances, it is proved that ATTF is engaged in various violent activities and also 
activities which are intended to disrupt the sovereignty and integrity of India and that with the passage of time, the unlawful 
activities will increase and ATTF has been advocating and practising separatism and is following secessionist policies which 
amount to unlawful activities as defined in Section 2(f) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

In view of the above, I am satisfied that there is sufficient cause for declaring the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) as an 
unlawftil association.
